contain diamonds.” We are told, too, that “it is 
recorded that a negro once found a stone of five 
carats (the value of which is £350) adhering to the 
roots of a cabbage which he had plucked for his 
dinner. ” Within the first fifty years of the discov- 
ery of the Brazilian diamond mines, it is calculated 
that no less than twelve millions in value was ex¬ 
ported ; the yield, indeed, from Bahia was so great 
as to reduce the value of the diamond one half. 
Some degree of exhaustion has, however, restored 
the glittering pebble to nearly its former price. 
Mr. Emanuel gives a very interesting description 
of the mode of searching for diamonds, and of the 
precautions taken for the prevention of theft on the j 
part of the laborers. The discovery of large dia¬ 


monds is very rare, one of eighteen carats being sel¬ 
dom obtained in an average of ten thousand stones. 

The largest which has ever been found in the 
Brazils is the Star of the South, which, whenrough, i 
weighed two hundred and fifty-four carats.

of his own experience. To condense the particu¬ 
lar information which he has thus acquired, and 
make it useful to the purchaser as well as to the 
trade, is the main purpose of his volume, and this 
he has succeeded in doing in a very agreeable and

Dresden, a city 
merchant; it is perfectly pure free from defects 
has extraordinary plav and brilliancy, and is held 
to the Koh-i-Noor. As it 
weighs 76 \4 carats, we may estimate its value at 
nearly £5,000—a tolerable present, for a bride, in 
all probability* however, the owner would not part 
with this brilliant at that figure, for when a stone 
weighs more than five carats it is impossible to fix 
its value with any accuracy; and with respect to 
large diamonds their price is always a matter of 
negotiation, independent of any market rate% and 
in a great measure dependent on the necessity of 
the seller and the desire of the buyer. Mr. Eman¬ 
uel adds: “When a diamond has a very decided 
color, such as blue, red, green, &c., it is called a 
fancy stone, and will bring a most exorbitant price. 
A stone of five grains of a brilliant emerald-green, 
for which, if white, not more than £28 could be 
obtained, has been known to sell for £320 ; and the 
price could readily be obtained again, did the pos¬ 
sessor wish to part with it.” 

Turning from the diamond to other precious 
stones, we find the ruby (or red sapphire) occupy¬ 
ing the first place, for Mr. Emanuel tells us that 
“ it is the most valuable of all gems when of large 
faze, good color, and free from " 


satisfactory manner. 

AD. Emanuel first discusses the general proper¬ 
ties of precious stones, and in enumerating their 
various qualities tells us some curious facts regard¬ 
ing color which will surprise those who have 
hitherto considered that by the hue alone they 
were able to recognize any particular jewel. Thus 
we learn that the color of a gem frequently changes 
its commercial name. “The red sapphire is a ruby; 
the yellow a topaz ; the white emerald is a beryl;

ruby varies from tbe lightest rose-tint to tbe deep¬ 
est carmine. Those‘too dark or too light are not 
esteemed. The most valuable tint is that particu¬ 
lar shade called by jewellers ‘ pigeon’s blood,’ which 
is a pure deep rich red, without any admixture of 
blue or yellow.” Mr. Emanuel corrects a common 
mistake with respect to the stones called spinel and 
baJas rubies, which are generally confounded with 
rubies proper. The spinels are of an entn-ely dif¬ 
ferent nature and form of orystalization, ana the 
difference between them and rubies may easily be 
detected, both by their specific gravity and hard- 


the green chrysolite is called a peridot; and quartz 
changes its name and value as the colors whioh tint 
it. differ.” Color alone is, therefore, by no means 
an unerring guide to the proper comprehension of 
gems ; for—as an example—the ruby, the spinel, 
and the garnet have frequently the same tint; hut 
in the hardness and the specific gravity of the stone 
resides the test of greatest value—as we may find 
by weighing the jargoon and the white sapphire, 
which, Mr. Emanuel tells us, are often substituted, 
by fraud or error, for the diamond. The pink topaz 
is frequently confounded with the balas ruby, tbe 
tourmaline with the emerald, the jacinth with the 
cinnamon stone, “ not only by amateurs, but even 
by persons supposed to be acquainted with precious 
stones ; ” but a remedy for these mistakes is given 
by Mr. Emanuel in a table containing an enumera¬ 
tion of the properties which distinguish the real 
from the false. 

“In the first place (he says) it may he taken as a general 
rule that stones, either rough or out, winch are afteeted by 
the file, are not prodious stones, and to persons who are ac-- 
enstomed to its use, the difference of the resistance, and ov 
the grating sound occasioned, affords a fan- criterion of 

hardness. For example, supposing it were wished to 

ascertain what gem a wMte stone was : if it were scratched 
by a sapphire, it would at once be seen, on reference to 
Table A, that it could not be a diamond; if its specific 
gravity were less than 3.9 it could not be a ruby or a sap¬ 
phire, if it did not acquire electricity by heat, it could 
be neither a topaz nor a jargoon; and if it scratched glass, 
it would be seen that it must be a beryl, a quartz, or a rock- 
crystal. For tho purpose of ascertaining these facts, a 
crystal of sapphire (which may be obtained easily and 
without expense), apiece of quartz, a rock-crystal, apiece 
of hard flint-glass, and a pair of scales for the purpose of 
taking the specific gravity, are ah that is necessary. 

But besides the original difficulty of ascertaining 
the identity of gems, which is inherent in the gems 
themselves, there is the purposed deception of 
fraudulent dealers: 

“A very common mode of fraud, practised on inexperi¬ 
enced persons in cut Btones, is the ‘doublet,’ or ‘semi¬ 
stone ’ 1 In tMs case the top of tho stone is genuine and the 
under-part glass, joined together artistically with cement; 
sometimes, for instance, the top is sapphire, and,the under- 
nart a gem of less value, such as garnet. When set, these 
stones are very difficult to detect, and frequently deceive 
the most experienced. When the under-part is of glass, 
however,, tho application of the file to the under as well as 
upper surface will, of course, at once show the imposition. 
Sot stones which arc set with a hack arc generally of pale 
color or small lustre, painted or set with colored foil to en- 
- hance their beauty. Sometimes, however, stones wMch are 
set open, or, to use the technical term, ‘ azur,’ have the in¬ 
terior of the setting enamelled or painted, to tM-ow a tint 
of color into the gem ; or, in the case of the diamond, have 

the inside of the setting of polished silver, to correct-’ 

lowish tinge. In all these cases, to be forewarned is 
forearmed, and a careful examination will prevent any one 
being deoeived by these means. ‘ Doublets ’ are frequently 
sold by the .Cingalese at Oolumbo to Europeans, and to the 
nassengerspy the Peninsular and Oriental steamers; some¬ 
times blue glass, cut into facets, and sent there from Bir¬ 
mingham and Paris, is palmed off for the real stones. 
Persons residing in countries producing precious stones 
may find these hints of service, and, if attended to, prevent 
their incurring expense in sending home worthless pebbles, 
" mistaken idea that they are valuable gems. T "

“Several of the gems sold for Ceylon rubies are spinels, 
and even many persons in tbe trade are not aware or the 
difference. In ancient times the words ruby and carbuncle 
were applied indiscriminately to all red stones, and even 
now the words are frequently applied to various gems. 
The tourmaline is called a Brazilian ruby when of a red 
color ; the same term is also given to an artificially colored 
topaz. This loose nomenclature is very apt to deceive 
the inexperienced, who imagine a ruby only to mean ti 
Oriental corundum. ... The number of fine rubies 
existence, of fine quality, is very small; one of the 
largest in the French Crown jewels adorns the Order of 
the Golden Fleece, and is cut into the form of a Dragon 
with extended wings. The two largo stones which were 
shown amongst the jowels of her Majesty, at the Exhibition 
of 1862, as rubies, are simply spinels; an examination of 
their specific gravity and hardness would soon show the 
truth of the assertion . . The value of the ruby, as be¬ 
fore mentioned, exceeds, when perfect, that oi any otnei 
gem. The rare occurrence of specimens of the desired 
livid pigeon’s blood color, of any size, causes the value to 
increase in an even greater proportion than the diamond.

by the press and by the President of the Alpine 
Club, Ms motives can no longer be misconstrued, 
and every one will admit that he has only perform¬ 
ed a melancholy duty, in writing the full, clear, and 
perfectly satisfactory account of the accident which 
has appeared within the last few days in the columns 
of the Times. That account, wMch is characterized 
by perfect good taste and good feeling, disposes of 
many errors wMch had crept into previous state¬ 
ments, removes more than one misconception which 
had been painfully felt by the friends of some of 
the unfortunate party, and places beyond question 
the true eause of this unfortunate casualty. 

It seems that on the 12th July Mr. 'Whymper and 
Lord Francis Douglas arrived at Zermatt, with the 
intention of ascending the Matterhorn. They were 
amply provided with ropes, and they were both 
men whose experience in, and aptitude for moun¬ 
tain-climbing, warranted them in attacking any 
difficulties that could be overcome by endurance 
and by steadiness of head., band, and foot. At 
Zermatt they were joined by Mr. Hudson and Mr. 
Hadow. The first of these gentlemen was well 
known as one of.tlie finest mountaineers of the day. 
But a, sad and, as it turned out, a fatal error was 
committed in allowing Mr. Hadow to attempt the 
ascent. We cannot blame AD. Whymper for ac¬ 
cepting Mr. Hudson’s assurance that his companion 
was a sufficiently good man for the expedition. It 
is, however, now clear that AD. Hudson had formed 
Ms opinion rasMy and on insufficient data. His 
main reason for the confidence he expressed in Mr. 
Hadow was that he had done Mont Blanc in less 
time than most men. That was no doubt a proof 
of stoutness and endurance, but, as there is no rock- 
work in the ascent of Mont Blanc, it proved noth¬ 
ing at all as to Mr. Hadow’s fitness to encounter 
the peculiar difficulties of the Matterhorn. Some 
other excursions in wMch that gentleman had borne 
part were also mentioned, but as they were unknown 
to Mr. Whymper, they could hardly have been 
of a first-rate character; and, as the event proved, 
they-had not been sufficient to educate AD. Hadow’s 
powers of climbing and bis steadiness of foot up to 
the requisite pitch. AD. Hudson’s partiality for 
his friend, and his undue reliance upon the deduc¬ 
tions to he drawn from Ms having gone up and 
come down Alont Blanc at racing pace, evidently I 
misled a judgment which was usually cautious and j 
sound. 

Having made the requisite preparations, the party 
started from Zermatt on the morning of Thursday, 
the 13th. They mounted without difficulty to a 
height of 11,000 feet, and then pitched their tent 
and rested for the night. They had with them an 
abundance of rope—350 feet of . strong rope, and 
more than 200 feet of a weaker and lighter kind. 
For some reason wMch is still unexplained, some 
wire rope which AD. Hudson had with Mm was not 
used. But tMs point is quite unimportant, be¬ 
cause, so far from the accident being due to any 
weakness in the line, it was that very weakness 
wMch saved the lives of the survivors of the band. 
In tbe accounts which first reached England, it was 
stated that the party had gone ont with the inten¬ 
tion of merely exploring the approaches to the 
mountain, and it was suggested, if not expressly 
asserted, that they had been seduced by the ap-, 
parent easiness of their task into an unwise and 
precipitate conversion of a mere reeonnoissance 
into a serious attack. That, however, we now learn 
from AD. Whymper, was not the case. What was 
done was done deliberately, with full forethought 
and of set purpose. There seems equally little 
foundation for another assertion—that all but one 
of the party passed a sleepless Mght, and conse¬ 
quently went fatigued to the next day’s work. Mr. 
Whymper does not expressly say that he and Ms 
friends slept as well as could be expected under the 
circumstances; but, from the manner m wMch he 
refers to the subject, we gather that tMs was so; 
and, at all events, we have his distinct assurance 
that, at no part of the following day, did any one of 
the company show the slightest signs of fatigue. 
They were astir long before daybreak on the 14th, 
and started directly it was possible to move. By 
ten or eleven they liad gained a height of about 
14 500 feet, without having met with a single check 
or difficulty. Thus far they had mounted by the 
northeast ‘face of the mountain; but it then be¬ 
came necessary to change the direction of their 
ascent. Above them rose tbe sheer precipice, 
wMch those who have either seen the mountain, 
who have studied a good photograph, will easily
